Locator directly provided on material associated with the commodity: 

reading out the label information which is required to be downloaded from the storage

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2. (Previously Presented) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 1, 
further comprising: 

including the access destination information in the commodity. 

3. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 2, wherein: 

the access destination information is included in the same label that shows commodity 
information of the commodity. 

4. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 2, wherein: 

the access destination information is included in a label which is different from a label 
showing commodity information of the commodity. 

5. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 1, wherein: 
the access destination information is a URL. 

6. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 5, wherein: 
the access destination information is bar-coded information of the URL, 

7. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 1, wherein: 
the label information is electronic data.

storing label information related to a label, which shows at least commodity information, 
in storage means by type of a commodity to which the label is affixed;

the access destination information is a URL.

14. (Original) The label information providing method set forth in Claim 8, wherein: 
the label information is electronic data. 

15. (Currently amended) A recording medium in which a label information providing 
program is recorded, the label information providing program for causing a computer to perform 
the method comprising: 

storing label information related to a label, which shows at least commodity information, 
in storage means by type of a commodity to which the label is affixed; and 
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upon receipt of a query received from a user's terminaK wherein the query is based on 
access destination information including a Uniform Resource Locator directly provided on 
material associated with the commodity, reading out the label information, which is required to 
be downloaded from the storage means; and 

transmitting the label information to the user's terminal r eading out the lab e l infomiation 
which is r e quired to be download e d from th e storage m e ans and s e nding out th e lab e l 
information to a us e r's terminal when accessed by the us e r's t e rminal with r e f e rence to acc e ss 
d e stination information including a Uniform R e sourc e Locator dir e ctly provid e d on mat e rial 
associat e d with th e commodity whereby a user requires downloading of th e lab e l information 
relat e d to a label affix e d to an arbitrary commodity .

corresponding to a search result to the user's terminal. 

22. (Original) The label information providing device set forth in Claim 19, wherein: 

the control means causes the storage means to store user information inputted from the 
user's terminal. 

23. (Original) The label information providing device set forth in Claim 19, wherein: 

the control means causes the storage means to store user information and commodity 
provider information which are inputted from the user's terminal by relating the user information 
to the commodity provider information. 

24. (Currently amended) A label information providing device, comprising: 

storage means for storing label information related to a label, which shows at least 
commodity information, by type of a commodity to which the label is affixed, while storing the 
commodity information included in the label information by relating the commodity information 
to the label information; and 

control means fo r, upon receipt of a query received from a user's terminal, the query 
being based on access destination information including a Uniform Resource Locator directly 
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provided on material associated with the commodity, perfomning a search for label infomiation
